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ANDOVER  IN   CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 


In  common  with  other  towns  and  cities  in  New  Hampshire 
Andover  has  set  up  an  organization  for  Civilian  Defense,  to 
act  in  whatever  emergency  may  arise  as  a  result  of  our 
country  being  at  war. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  this  organization  to  function  in  the 
event  of  air  raids  in  this  part  of  New  England,  to  warn  the 
townspeople  of  such  raids,  to  enforce  blackout  orders  from 
the  War  Department,  to  be  on  duty  during  raids,  and  to  per- 
form such  services  as  may  be  necessary  if  any  damage  is 
actually  done  in  Andover.

Defense  Headquarters  for  the  town  during  an  emergency 
will  be  at  the  Andover  Fire  Station,  with  a  second  local 
headquarters  for  the  east  end  at  the  East  Andover  Fire  Sta- 
tion at  Alvin  S.  Hawes'. 

Two  warning  systems  have  been  set  up  for  the  town,  one 
centered  at  Andover  and  the  other  at  East  Andover.  In 
both  halves  of  the  town  volunteers  have  been  assigned  duties 
as  air  raid  wardens,  auxiliary  policemen  and  auxiliary  fire- 
men in  their  local  territories,  to  the  end  that  every  family  in 
town  will  be  warned  in  the  event  of  trouble  and  covered  by 
someone  who  will  be  trained  so  far  as  possible  to  handle  the 
emergencies  which  may  arise. 

The  east  end  will  be  warned  by  a  series  of  short  rings  on 
the  East  Andover  church  bell,  by  messengers  sent  out  to 
cover  certain  routes,  and  by  telephone  from  the  fire  station. 

In  Andover  Village  the  Proctor  Academy  or  Public  School 
]ye\\  (or  both)  will  sound  a  similar  warning,  and  the  whole 
west  half  of  the  town  will  be  covered  by  messengers  and 
telephone  warnings. 

When  these  warning  bells  are  heard  at  any  time  after  dark 
the  general  public  should  sec  that  all  outside  lights  are  ex- 
tinguished and  homes  blacked  out  as  quickly  as  possible,  with- 
out waiting  for  a  further  warning  from  the  air  raid  wardens. 

An  Airplane  Observation  Post  has  been  set  up  at  the  An- 
<lover  Fire  Station,  manned  twenty-four  hours  a  day  by  local 
volunteers  from  all  parts  of  the  town.  Chief  Observer  is 
Harley  Hopkins.  Still  more  volunteers  can  be  used  for  this 
.•service,  both  men  and  women.

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Selectmen's  Summary  and  Recommendations 

The  year  just  ended  has  brought  many  changes.  We 
are  now  part  of  a  nation  at  war.  As  such  we  must 
adjust  local  planning,  not  only  for  the  year  ahead  but 
for  a  much  longer  period  of  future  time,  to  meet  the 
changing  conditions  and  the  new  demands  upon  our 
man  power,  our  pocketbooks  and  our  equipment  which 
will  be  inevitable.  While  necessary  services  must  go 
on  as  usual,  in  some  cases  be  even  increased,  it  would 
seem  wise  to  omit   every  unnecessary  expenditure. 

Andover  is,  today,  in  a  healthy  financial  position.  Its 
net  town  indebtedness  of  $1,611.06  is  a  little  less  than 
one-half  that  of  one  year  ago,  and  should  be  eliminated 
entirely  during  the  coming  year.  In  more  normal  times 
it  would  be  possible  to  drop  the  1942  tax  rate  below  the 
$30.00  level  of  the  past  three  years.  Actually,  however, 
outside  revenues  from  automobile  permit  fees  and  special 
taxes  collected  by  the  state  are  declining.  It  is  likely 
that  the  return  from  automobile  registrations  in  par- 
ticular will  be  considerably  less  in  1942. 

Allowance  for  these  revenue  losses  is  made  in  the  1942 
budget,  and  we  feel  that  all  necessary  appropriations 
contemplated  in  the  town  and  school  warrants  can  be 
covered  by  the  same  $30  tax  rate  in  1942,  including  the 
elimination  of  the  remaining  debt. 

Town  Government.  The  town  hall  was  given  two 
coats  of  white  paint  during  the  summer  at  an  approxi- 
mate cost  of  $220.  It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  put 
off  for  the  present  the  new  heating  system  which  was 
sugsfested  and  discussed  at  the'  last  town  meeting.

A  new  fireproof  safe  was  purchased  for  $200  and  in- 
stalled in  the  ofiice  of  the  town  clerk. 
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After  making  allowances  for  the  added  expenses  of 
the  election  year  ahead  we  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  $2500  for  town  charges,  a  reduction  of  $500  from  last 
year. 

We  were  much  pleased  to  receive  from  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the 
last  Andover  Town  Report  was  awarded  first  place  in 
Class  V  in  a  contest  conducted  by  its  Bureau  of  Govern- 
ment Research. 


Roads.  Expenditures  for  highway  maintenance  were 
about  normal  during  the  year,  with  no  floods  or  par- 
ticularly severe  storms  to  drain  accounts.  The  moderate 
highway  overdraft  was  handled  from  unexpended 
balances  in  other  accounts. 


T.  R.  A.  funds  were  applied  in  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Beech  Hill  road,  to  provide  a  wider  and  safer  outlet  for 
Bradley  Lake  summer  traffic. 

A  part  of  the  blacktop  appropriation  was  used  in  pur- 
chasing asphalt  rather  than  tar  for  some  of  our  sur- 
faced roads.  A  study  of  these  roads  after  the  spring 
break-up  should  give  a  good  idea  of  the  relative  merits 
of  these  two  materials  on  our  local  roads.  The  $350 
overdraft  on  this  account  was  caused  by  the  failure  of 
both  tar  and  asphalt  cars  to  arrive  on  their  scheduled 
delivery  dates.  Due  to  heavy  showers  it  was  necessary 
to  put  out  extra  sand  several  times  during  the  waiting 
period.  Because  of  the  war  it  is  difficult  to  estimate 
the  probable  cost  and  availability  of  tar,  asphalt  and 
calcium  during  the  coming  summer.  We  believe  that 
the  same  sum  of  $2400  should  again  be  appropriated  and 
made  to  go  as  far  as  it  will  on  our  road  system. 
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Street  Lights.  The  following  petition  dated  July  19, 
1941,  was  presented  to  your  selectmen,  carrying  the  sig- 
natures of  103  citizens  of  the  town: 


"The  Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire 
has  agreed  to  build  an  electric  line  to  give  service 
to  residents  of  the  Flaghole  District  on  the  basis  of 
a  five-year  guarantee  of  use  by  those  served.  To 
enable  these  townspeople  to  obtain  electricity  at  a 
reasonable  cost  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  Town 
of  Andover  aid  them  by  agreeing  to  pay  for  six 
street  lights  in  that  area  at  a  cost  of  $9.00  per  month 
for  the   5-year  period. 

"We,  the  undersigned,  hereby  petition  the  Se- 
lectmen to  incorporate  this  proposal  in  an  article  in 
the  1942  town  meeting  warrant,  and  agree  to  sup- 
port such  an  article." 

On  the  strength  of  the  support  given  this  petition  the 
Public  Service  Company  proceeded  with  the  extension 
of  its  lines,  and  the  Flaghole  District  now  has  electric 
service.  Article  3  (e)  in  the  warrant  calls  for  a  vote 
on  the  street  light  proposal. 

Fire  Protection.  Last  year  $250  was  voted  to  each 
of  our  precincts  for  fire  fighting  equipment,  with  $100 
additional  to  the  Andover  precinct  for  purchasing  small 
hose.  During  the  year  the  East  Andover  precinct  pur- 
chased and  has  installed  in  the  church  belfry  a  new  2^ 
H.  P.  electric  siren,  designed  to  give  better  fire  warn- 
ing in  that  district.  The  Citizens'  Fire  Company  has 
added  500  ft.  of  Ij^  in.  hose  to  its  equipment.  We  now 
have  1700  ft.  of  this  small  hose  in  town,  which  can  be 
used  to  run  several  lines  from  each  booster  pump  or 
combined  to  run  a  longer  line  for  forest  fire  purposes 
from  East  Andover's  portable  pumper. 
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During  the  year  the  service  rendered  by  the  two  fire 
companies  was  about  evenly  divided  between  precinct 
and  outside-precinct  iires.  A  large  part  of  the  expendi- 
tures listed  for  lighting  forest  fires  in  the  itemized  part 
of  this  report  covered  the  services  of  Andover  citizens 
at  the  Danbury-Grafton-Wilmot  fire  last  summer,  which 
was  later  refunded  l)y  those  towns  through  the  state. 


We  recommend  a  continuation  of  the  $250  appro- 
priations for  the  use  of  the  precincts. 

Cemeteries.  Last  October  a  careful  inspection  of  all 
the  cemeteries  in  town  w^as  made  by  the  selectmen  and 
one  of  the  cemetery  trustees.  These  include  the  two 
main  and  currently  used  burial  grounds  at  .Vndover  and 
East  Andover,  thirteen  older  and  smaller  cemeteries  in 
various  parts  of  the  town,  and  two  or  three  scattered 
private  plots. 

We  found  much  work  which  should  be  done,  particu- 
larly in  the  older  lots,  in  the  way  of  trimming  trees,  re- 
moving bushes,  leveling  sunken  graves  and  setting  up 
tilting  monuments.  If  labor  is  available  we  believe 
that  a  crew  should  be  sent  out  next  summer  to  perform 
as  much  of  this  work  as  possible.  A  cemetery  appro- 
priation of  $125  is  recommended  for  1942. 

Town  Poor.  The  amount  paid  by  the  town  for  old 
age  assistance  continues  to  rise,  and  amounted  to 
$1,617.10  during  the  past  year.  Other  relief  decreased, 
and  the  $4000  appropriated  was  more  than  was  needed 
to  cover  expenditures.  We  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  $3900  for  the  current  year,  a  reduction  of

In  February  and  September,  examinations  were  made 
of  High  School,  grammar  and  primary  pupils,  and 
primary  and  grammar  pupils  weighed  every  school 
month.

Thirteen  patients  were  taken  to  Laconia,  Concord  and 
Franklin  oculists  for  examination  and  glasses.  Ten  of 
these  were  school  children. 

Two  pupils  were  taken  to  Franklin  Hospital  Tonsil  clinic 
for  operation. 

Six  trips  were  made  to  Concord  Cancer  Clinic  with  pa- 
tients and  one  to  Manchester  Cancer  Clinic. 

Thirty-one  patients  were  taken  to  out  of  town  doctors 
and  the  local  doctor.     Fifteen  of  these  were  children. 
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Visits  were  made  to  Dr.  Stone's  Clinic  in  Manchester  and 
l^r.  Philbrook's  Clinic  in  Concord  with  a  pupil. 

The  nurse  has  attended  three  State  Nurses'  conventions, 
a  School  Nurses'  meeting  in  Concord  and  two  all-day  ses- 
sions of  the  Eye  Institute  held  in  Concord  in  September. 

The  cooperation  and  support  of  the  Andover  Nursing 
l)oard,  the  Selectmen,  the  teaching  staff,  the  financial  aid  of 
the  local  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  and  the  use 
of  the  Blackwater  Grange  Hall  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 
I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  in  any  way  been  an  in- 
spiration and  help  to  me  in  my  work  since  I  have  been  in 
Andover.

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The  schools  will  be  closed  on  Armistice  Day,  Thanks- 
giving Day  and  the  day  after,  and  Memorial  Day. 

Attendance  at  the  State  Teachers'  Convention  is  ad- 
vised, and  at  the  two  Institutes,  required.  Days  spent 
in  attendance  at  the  two  Institutes  and  one  day  at  the 
State  Teachers'  Convention  will  be  considered  as  spent 
in  the  service  of  the  District. 

The  morning  session  of  the  elementary  schools  will 
be  from  nine  o'clock  until  twelve  o'clock,  and  the 
afternoon  session  from  one  o'clock  until  four  o'clock. 
Teachers  should  arrange  their  time  tables  so  that  the 
formal  work  of  the  day  is  over  at  three-thirty,  and  use 
the  remaining  time  until  four  o'clock  for  individual  help. 
Beginning  December  1  and  continuing  until  March  1, 
school  will  close  at  three-thirty. 

Elementary  teachers  should  arrive  at  the  school  build- 
ing not  later  than  eight-thirty  in  the  morning,  and  in 
cold  or  inclement  weather  such  pupils  as  wish  should  be 
allowed  to  enter  at  eight-thirty.  A  teacher  should  be 
on  duty  in  each  building  during  the  noon  hour. 

No  pupil  is  allowed  to  enter  the  first  grade  for  the 
first  time  unless  he  will  be  six  years  old  on  the  first  day 
of  March  following  the  opening  of  school  in  September.
